Only 
two years ago, following fast on tho heels of war, 
there were strikes, political confusion and ani- 
mosities aroused by socialists nnd communal rad- 
icals and anarchists, which threatened tho exis- 
tence of Italy as nn orderly nation and It looked 
for a time as though Industrial chaos and gov- 
ernmental destruction was about to fall upon It- 
aly. 
It Is qulto different now. Wo do not like 


dictators or powerful personalities .which rule by 
force but Mussolini and his Fascist! have had 
tho majority of the people behind them.or else 
they could not go on. The result has been a new 
life In Italy. There Is some discontent, foiitercd 
by (he same clonjonts which were breaking the 
ration into' class chaos, but they are submerged 
5n the knowledge of tho people that such an ex- 
istence as was promised by tho communal radi- 
cals was pregnant with threat of war and prop- 
erly destruction, with loss of all Individual rights 
and In Ms piaco only mob rule. 
The people of 


Italy arp working as never before for n/ better 
Italy, '.they have opened many Industries, rebuilt 
the destroyed ones, and operated the ones which 
have given her a high place In tho commerce of 
the world. Italy lias little place In tho sensational 
news ot the day and that Is a most excellent sign 
ot returned peace.

Tho big outstanding things, tho Turkish, 
and Greek questions, the interference of France 
In. Syria, tho Egyptian question, tho Moroccan 
tioubles, tho settlement of the Italian Greek epi- 
sode, the German reparations and the French 
occupation of the Ruhr—none of these have been 
even touched at tho ragged edge by tho academic 
assembly or pedantic council of tho league who 
have contented themselves with drawing large 
salaries for puttering at the edges ot the political 
.situation. 
Tho Invariable answer of the Ioa«;ue- 


.ophoblans is that tho United States Is out of tho 
league and all would be settled and the world be 
liappy If wo only were signatories to the cove- 
nant. 


It is true we sit on tho ridge pole of the world

or three years is believed by some of tho govern- 
ment exports at Washington to be due to a lack 
of scientific management ,of farms. 
The obvious 


answer to such a statement would bo that gov- 
ernment experts .sitting behind mahogany desks 
at tho national capital are not entitled to criti- 
cise the farmer working from sunup to sundown 
in the fields. 
The retort of, tho government ex- 


I.crt to that is that if the farmer will try the scien- 
tific; methods prescribed he will not have to work 
so hard and will get more for. bis labor. 


Tho fanner is necessarily a skilful man. The 


shoemaker lias only to know how to make shoes, 
but tho farmer must have a vast variety of lore 
about seed, soil, cultivation, and weather. 
The 


government socialists admit that the farmer is. a 
wiso man but say that ho often fails to organize 
his wisdom properly. 
Many counties throughout 


tho country now have agents who are half fed- 
eral and half state employees.. .Those, men are 
tho same type of experts as those sitting behind 
tho mahogany desks at Washington, but they are 
placed Vi the country where they can Impart their 
adlvce directly to the farmers through personal 
contact. 


In many sections .these agents have not been 


popular. Tho farmers havo declared that they 
havo been tilling their acres for years and that 
their fathers before them did so. How can an 
upstart government expert from the agricultural 
college teach them anything? 
That is just the 


trouble, tho experts say. The farmers' have been 
f^llowng in tho footsteps of their fathers for too 
many years. The old methods were good, when 
they wore introduced, but the land changes with 
cultivation, generation after generation, and re- 
quires new and Improved ways. 


Hero Is a perfect example of what the govern- 


ment expert does if the farmer will give him a 
chance. 
The facts are authentic and can bo 


verified. A man In* southern state purchased a 
farm given largely to dairying. 
With the farm 


he took over 105-milk cows.

The farm was located not far from a large 


city and presumably tho dairy end ot tho farm 
shouTd have been a largo one. The county agent 
called and asked tho owner how ho was getting 
along. lie said he was doing pretty well, save 
that tho dairy was not paying. 
Asked what tho 


trouble was, tho farmer explained that tho milk- 
incn were not properly organized and were not 
getting enough moSiey for their milk. Tho agent 
asked him If he had tested tho output .of his 
cows. 
To bo sure, he salU. 
Ho knew exactly 


how much milk his cows produced. But tho agent 
asked him if he knew how much each cow pro- 
duced from week to week. The owner had never 
thought o£ that. 


At tho agent's suggestion, the farmer bought a 


scale and at each milking weighed tho amount 
of mill: given by cacli cow. 
At tho end of the 


month ho added up tho totals and ascertained 
how many pounds of milk each cow in hla dairy 
had produced. Ho knew what he received In pay- 
ment for is milk and he knew what It cost him 
to feed his herd of cows. Tho total of tho cost o 
feeding the cows, divided by tho number o 
cows, gave him the cost of each cow. 


This Information and this calculation showei 


tho fanner that out of his herd of 305 cows, onlj 
four were giving enough milk to pay more than 
tho cost of the herd. 
On 101 eowa the dairy 


man lost money every day. It would havo been 
belter for him to give away tho 301 cows an 
keep only four than to maintain the whole hprd 
One hundred and one cows were guests, on tin 
farm, calirjg more than they paid In return. 


Thlr, 'Information stunned the dairyman. 
H< 


was appalled at hisi losses. He then consulted the 
county agent on how to pick and choose cows 
The agent explained to him the typo of cow whlcl 
glvc.s the most milk. As rapidly as possible, th 
dairyman sold his guest cows to the butcher fo, 
meat and bought cov.-s of the right typo. 
By 


the time he had replaced the ,101 guests will 
101 cows who paid their way, his profits had 
reached $1,000 a month.

By the assistance and advice received free of 


charge from the county agent, this farmer,, had 
changed a loss into n, large profit. It cost no more 
to feed or tend the milk-giving cows and he got 
no higher price for, the product. 
He turned a 


dismal loss into a big pi-oflt simply by admitting 
that the government oxjiert from tho college 
knew*more than he. 
' 


Another case was -that of a corn farmer. 
He 


was very poor and worked hard but somehow 
never seemed to get ahead. He worked as hard 
as'his father and grandfather had worked bill 
each year found him growing poorer and work- 
Ing harder. 
A county agent analyzed his situa- 


tion for him. .The corn farmcr'worked his farm 
with mules. The agent made an analysis which 
showed that a mule can plough and cultivate be- 
tween 1(! and 17 acres a year. It was necessary to 
feed each mule a peck of corn a day, in addition 
to hay. A calculation showed that In the course 
ot a year one mule would oat all tho corn pro- 
duced on 0 acres of land, at the rate of produc- 
tion per acre the farm was returning.. The maxi- 
mum production was 17 bushels per acre, 9 bush- 
els of which were consumed by tho mule. Thoro- 
for tho farmer was working .more than'SO'per 
cent for the mule and less-lhan 50 per pent for 
himself. 


The trouble was, (he county agent showed the 


.corn fanner, that he hart continued to work his 
land without rotating or diversifying his crops 
and without applying: ifny fertilizer to the land. 
Each your, for generation after generation, this 
family had been taking from tho soil without 
putting anything back or putting back the wrong 
kind of fertilizer. 


An analysis of tho corn farmer's soil was made 


and It was found to be fairly good but lacking 
one mineral constituent necessary to successful 
corn growing-. 
Tho farmer bought this kind of 


fertilizer and gradually Increased his crop to a 
production o£ 30 bushels to the acre. Instead of 
working half «. year for his mules, he was Work- 
Ing less than a third of a year for them. At tho 
last report his chances of decreasing this to one- 
fourth were good. 


These examples aro merely typical. The general 


experience Is that farmers are not maintaining 
their land properly or are not selecting th.cir 
crops or livestock properly to get the most out of 
their farms. 
At the forthcoming session of Con- 


gress many new measures are expected to be 
presented for legislation to relievo tho farmer. 
The ^Indications are that a lino of thought which 
will bo given prominence In the discussions Is 
that tho farmer can bo most benefited by rem- 
edies which legislation cannot bring—that Is, more 
Intelligent and more scientific farming, based on 
a better understanding of, his own Immediate 
problem.

Preparing to Start the Engine 


If, when you step on the starter button, the engine does not start right • 


away, do not immediately jump to the conclusion that there is something 
wrong with the carburetor or ignition, and start tinkering with them. 


An engine will start promptly it all controls arc set correctly and igni- 


tion system and carburetor arc in order. For those drivers who have 
not as yet had a very lengthy automobile experience, the following instruo 
lions will prove helpful: 


Before you step in the driving scat,'sce that you have sufficient gaso- 


line in the tank, examine the oil level indicator to see that you have 
enough oil in the crank case, take off the radiator cap and assure your- 
self that there is sufficient water in the radiator. 


Where to Set the Ignition and Spark Lever* and the 


Carburetor Choke 


After inspecting as above, get into" the driving seat. First, grasp the 


gear shift lever and make sure it is in neutral by seeing that it can bt 


nioycd freely to'and fro. Turn the' 
ignition switch ON; set the throttle 
lever in the position you keep it.when 
(lie car is traveling about fifteen 
miles an hour on the road. This i: 
usually about \'/2 inches up on th( 
quadrant! The distance you pull oul 
the choke button will depend largely 
on tlic kind of carburetor you have, 
and the way it is tuned up. If the 
carburetor :s set with a very lead 
mixture, then the'choke button may 
have to be pulled right out for the 
first few revolutions of the engine, , 
then kept about half way out until' 
the engine is warmed up. If, on the 
other hand, tlic carburetor is set to 


deliver a fairly rich mixture, then you may not require to use the choke 
at all, excepting when the weather is very cold. The best way to use the 
choice is to pul! it in and out quickly while you step on the starting button, 
pushing it in as soon as the engine commences firing. 


Choke Should Be Used with Care 


The excessive use of the choke can do serious damage to. the engine. . 


When the choke button is pulled right out, no air can enter the Carburetor 
and practically raw gasoline is sucked into the cylinders. This gasoline 
is drained into the crank case, diluting_thc lubricating oil and destroying 
its usefulness ns a lubricant to the engine. .A new car owner sometimes 
wonders why the engine will fire for one or two'revolutions, then stop! 
Very often this is caused by keeping the choke pulled put too long—so 
choking the cylinders with a mixture that is so excessively rich that il 
will not lire. The choke should only be kept out for one or two revo- 
lutions, then pushed partly in. 
If. the engine warms up sufficiently, push 


the choke button right in. 
—' 
• 


USE THE CHOKE TOR STARTING ONLY, AND WHEN DRIV- 


ING ALONG THE ROAD. BE SURE THAT IT IS PUSHED RIGHT 
IN. 
If your engine "will not run unless the choke is pulled out part waj 


all the time, then your carburetor requires adjusting. 


Relieve Strain on Starter When Engine Is Cold 


When the weather is at all cold, the oil in the cylinders practically gluej 


the pistons to the cylinders, and the oil in the gear box gets quito heavy 
and thick. You can imagine, therefore, that when a starter has to revolve 
an engine in this condition a very severe strain is put on it. This strain 
can be relieved, ns follows: 


Before you step into the driving seat, take out your starting handle 


and null the engine over three or four revolutions to free the pistons. 
After you have set vour controls, but BEFORE vou put your foot, on the 
starter button. PRESS--IN THE CLUTCH PEDAL. This will allow 
theFCngine to turn over quite freely. 


Speeding Up Engine Should Be Avoided 


Considerable damage is very often done to. the engine when it is 


allowed to race uj> without a load. 
When you start the engine in the 


morning, most of the oil is drained to the bottom of the crank case, and 
it takes a half minute or so until the pump starts to circulate the oil tc 
lubricate the bearings. 
If, when the engine starts, you do not at once 


close t'le throttle, to bring it down to a fairly slow speed, some of the 
bearings do not'receive sufficient lubrication; and in a new engine you 
run the risk of seizing it up. When this happens, it may cost you from 
$50.00 to $100.00 to put the engine in «ood condition again. 
N 


ALWAYS, THEREFORE. CLOSE THE THROTTLE IMME- 


DIATELY the engine starts to fire, and NEVER allow it to* run at an 
excessive speed shortly after it is started up.
